dy by the mob.

o th e r exp enses of th e ir tra ve ling men 
and o th e r agents; and this is but a sug­ 
gestio n of th e items of exp enses t h a t 
a r e invo lved in 
business co mp etitio n 
t h a t will be abo lished by th e co m bine 
to which we now p a rtic ula rly refer. 
True, at th e m e e ting of th e leading 
p low matters of th e co untry at C hicago 
recently , it was sta te d t h a t th e con ven 
tio n reso lved to increase the p rices of 
p lows and o th e r farm imp lements, but 
such ad vance of p rices was i ne vi t a b l e 
on acco unt of th e increase in the p rices 
of steel, iron and ail o th er m a te ria l 
o ut of which a gr ic ultur a l im p lem ents 
a r e m a nufa c tured . 
Indeed it follows as the night th e 
day , t h a t good times m eans increase of 
p rices, labo r, m a te r ia l and ail co m m o d­ 
ities.
